French President Valery Gis- 
card d’Estaing today defended 
the concept of detente with 
Communist powers as an "open 
nd sincere approach” which 
serves the interest of peace. 


In an address to a joint ses­ 
sion 
of 
Congress, 
Giscard 
d’Estaing noted France’s pio­ 
neer role in undertaking a pol­ 
icy of detente and cooperation 
“aimed at developing common 
interests on both sides and 
gradually laying the bases for 
understanding 
and 
mutual 
trust. 


“Detente is an open and sin­ 
cere approach,” he said. "It re­ 
quires perseverance; it means 
we must keep our eyes open. It 
must be based on reciprocity.” 
The French president spoke 
after meeting for a second day 
of talks at the White House 
with President Ford. Without 
saying 
so directly, 
Giscard 
d’Estaing suggested to Con­ 


gress that the United States 
keep up its efforts to establish 
a cooperative relationship with 
the Soviet Union. 


His speech came at a time 
when the Ford administration 
has dropped the word 
"de­ 
tente” from its official lexicon 
in the face of criticism of its 
Soviet policy from presidential 
contenders in both the Republi­ 
can and Democratic parties. 


"Opting for detente is the op­ 
posite of relaxing our moral de­ 
fenses," Giscard d’Etaing said. 
“It does not signify, in the 
slightest degree, that we are 
renouncing our system of val­ 
ues, or our desire to spread our 
convictions and preserve our 
way of life.” 
He told Ford in a toast at a 
White House dinner Monday 
night that France is “a depend­ 
able friend” in prosperity and 
adversity. Giscard said U.S.- 
French relations are at their 
best.

OUR AGE

In any comparative history of nations, the United 
States is a stripling. As a factor in the ages of civilization, 
200 years don’t amount to much. 
But while we are youthful as a nation, we are growing 
older as a people. And that is a matter of real 
significance, not wily to the future but to the here and now 
It has an immediate impact on the lives of all 
Americans, young and old. 
The message comes loud and clear from the pages of 
the latest federal budget. 
Of a budget total of 394.2 billion dollars recommended 
by President Ford, 45 per cent is for income security for 
individuals. That means almost half of all Government 
activity is involved in taxing Peter to pay Paul. 
More than 25 per cent of the total federal budget will go 
for payments of one kind or another to older citizens. 
Many of them have completed the income- earning phase 
of their lives, so, in a sense, they are tax beneficiaries, 
not taxpayers. 
What actually is going on, through the technical term 
“transfer payments,” is that personal income is being 
redistributed with the goal that nobody, regardless of 
ability to earn, will be in want. 
A recent study by the U.S.Census Bureau shows the 
nature of the new situation in which Americans find 
themselves. 
At the turn of this century, there were 3.1 million 
Americans aged 65 or older. That represented 1 out of 
every 24. 
By 1970, 20.1 million were in this age bracket — about 1 
in 10. 
And now their numbers have increased to 22.3 million, 
more than 1 out of 10. 
The way things are headed, by the end of this century 
there will be 30.6 million Americans 65 years or older. 
That means 1 in 8. 
There is more to the story than these figures indicate. 
Today, 1 of every 8 females in the United States is 65 
years or older, compared with 1 of 11 males. By the year 
2000, the numbers will rise to 18.6 million women and 12 
million men. 
More than a third of elderly women have passed their 
75th birthday. 
Nearly one sixth of all American families now include 
at least one member who is at least 65 years of age. 
A complication is that the incomes of the elderly are 
much lower than the national average. According to the 
Census Bureau study, families headed by people 65 and 
over had a median income of around $7,300 a year in 1974, 
compared with a national average for all families of 
about $12,800. 
Of course, there has been a decided improvement 
through the years, largely due to Government payouts. 
In 1967, nearly 1 out of every 3 persons who had passed 
their 65th birthday had an income below the poverty 
level. By 1974, the ratio had been cut in half. By official 
standards, 1 of every 6 older Americans now is counted 
as poor. 
For these people as a class, things are much more 
comfortable than they used to be — but they still are not 
on easy street. 
There is a point to these statistics that no practical 
politician is likely to overlook: TThe elderly are voters, 
and they exercise their right of franchise more than 
most. In the 1972 presidential election, 64 per cent of 
them cast ballots.That is nine percentage points better 
than the national average. 
What all of this means is that the proportion of people 
in the older population of the United States is continuing 
to grow. Federal spending to assure such people some 
income in their later years is rising rapidly. 
This is important to them. It is no less important to the 
younger population which will have to provide for more 
and more of their elders one way or the other — either 
through personal help or taxes.

In the first place,-we 
are running out of space in 
which to dump solid waste; and, 
improperly handled, it is an 
environm ental 
pollutant. 
Secondly, 
with 
growing 
awareness of the limited supply 
of most basic resources, it has 
become apparent that new ways 
must be found to reuse or 
recycle instead of throw away 
the materials that we have. 
Taking the lead in the move to 
turn garbage into an asset, 
instead of a mounting problem, 
business and industry in 1970 
helped form the National Center 
for Resource Recovery, Inc. 
Represented are manufacturers 
of 
appliances, 
automobiles, 
cans, glass, paper and the 
aluminum industry which was 
an early member and leader in 
the Center’s development. This 
organization has coordinated 
not only the efforts of industry, 
but 
of 
labor, 
the 
U.S. 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency and other public and 
private 
institutions 
in 
developing 
econom ically 
practical 
recovery 
systems 
capable 
of separating 
and 
preparing 
for 
resale 
the 
valuable 
and 
often 
scarce 
materials that are part of the 
stream of municipal refuse. 
The results of this effort are 
now becoming evident. A 
number of cities around the 
United States have plants in the 
design or construction stage. 
The state of Connecticut has a 
$295-million 
solid 
waste 
resource 
recovery 
program 
underway. When it is completed, 
1984, it will convert around 85 
percent of the state’s solid waste 
frdm homes, farms and industry 
into 
fuel, 
electricity 
and 
reusable materials. The first 
regional collection and recovery 
center planned for the city of 
Bridgeport, Connecticut, will 
begin operation in 1977. It is 
expected to recover annually 
4,000 tons of aluminum, 72,000 
tons of iron and steel, 47,000 tons 
of 
glass and the energy 
equivalent of 650,000 barrels of 
oil. Specially-processed organic 
waste can be burned as boiler 
fuel 
for 
electric 
power 
g e n e ra tio n . 
R e claim e d 
aluminum, valued at around 
$300 a ton, is the most valuable 
material found in any ap­ 
preciable quantity in municipal 
waste. It is often the deter­ 


mining factor making total 
waste processing and recycling 
economically feasible. For 
example, it is estimated that the 
value 
of

recovered by the Bridgeport 
plant will run to $1.2 million 
annually.

1972 and 1973 the company’s 
index of drug prices declined.

Of 
even broader significance is the 
fact that, thanks to modern 
drugs, overall health care costs 
have been greatly reduced. 
Visits to hospitals are shorter or

To claim that the Republicans 
have occupied the government 
for eight consecutive »ears and 
thus should have be. i able to 
mold it closer to their desires is 
grossly to overstate the powers 
that reside in the Oval Office. 
The President of the United 
States does, indeed, command 
immense power and prestige. 
But he is also the prisoner of a 
vast, unmoveable, impervious 
bureaucracy that could drive 
even such a foreceful chief 
executive as Lyndon B. Johnson 
up the wall on occasion. 
The president can push a 
button and launch World War III 
and end civilization as we know 
it. He can also issue an order 
and have it effectively coun­ 
termanded by some faceless 
deputy assistant undersecretary 
or administrator somewhere 
down the line. 
The candidates, Republican 
and 
Democratic 
alike, 
are 
correctly reading the popular 
pulse when ’ they

against “big government.” It is 
not the candidates but the 
people—the people who time and 


again have voted for more

Rhodes Blasts O’Neill; Feud 
Could Rock House

WASHINGTON - Inciting a 
feud that could rock the House, 
Republican leader John Rhodes 
has written a ferocious but 
fascinating 
attack 
upon 
Democratic 
leader 
Thomas 
“Tip” O’Neill. 
The rules and customs of the 
House prohibit one congressman 
from disparaging another. But 
in a soon- to- be- 
published 
book, Rhodes rips into O’Neill 
with uncharacteristic savagery. 
It is all the more remarkable 
that 
the sedate 
Republican 
leader would dump on his op­ 
posite number, since they must 
deal daily with one another 
across the aisle. This could end 
bipartisan cooperation in the 
House. 
The two leaders are disparate 
men: Rhodes businesslike and 
conservative, O’Neill a flam­ 
boyant Irish liberal, yet there 
has been no hint of animosity in 
their daily House repartee, 
which has been conducted with 
elaborate, 
p arliam en tary 
politeness. 
But behind the formal cour­ 
tesy, 
apparently, Rhodes has 
been harboring

flattering private opinions of 
O’Neill. “Tip- can be impossible 
to deal with if you are in the 
m inority,” 
complains 
the 
minority leader. 
In 
earlier 
tim es, 
most 
majority leaders consulted with 
the minority on the schelduling 
of legislation, recesses and the 
like,” Rhodes contends. “But 
not Tip.” 
The GOP leader quotes 
O’Neill as telling him: ‘:“The 
people gave us the mandate and 
we’re not going to give it up... 
Republicans are just going to 
have to get it through their 
heads that they are not going to 
write legislation!” 
Rhodes claims he tried to find 
a common ground with the 
Democrats that would have 
produced workable, veto- less 
le g isla tio n .

By omitting these 
costs, the GAO alleges, the total 
program cost is “understated.” 


The GAO auditors identified 
additional problems with the 
frigate’s 
weapons 
systems, 
electronics systems, radar and 
sonar system. The auditors also 
questined whether the program 
could meet its production 
schedule. 
In response, the Navy con­ 
tends the new frigate will have 
“as much or more capability as 
any 
previous 
surface 
con- 
battant.“ Part of the increase in 
the cost estimate, as the GAO 
acknowledges, is attributed to 
inflation, the Navy also states 
that the technical problems 
mentioned by the auditors are 
manageable and correctable.

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Littell shows Royals he can do it in big leagues

About two weeks ago, it was 
decided that it was time for the 
Standard to do a feature story on 
Southeast Missouri’s only big 
league ballplayer, Mark Littell 
of Gideon. 
The

different. After all, Littell is 
starting the season with the 
Kansas City Royals for the first 
time, although he has seen 
major league duty with them 
briefly in 1975 and again at the 
tail end of last season. 
In view of the eye-popping 
early-season statistics of the 6-3, 
210-pound athlete it was decided 
that it might be worth a trip to 
Kansas City to watch Littell in 
action last Saturday night. 
Our prime worry was that the 
Royals’ relief pitcher might not 
get into the game. But as it 
turned out, we couldn’t have 
picked a better night to do our 
story. 
The Royals and the Chicago 
White Sox were tied 1-1 after ten 
innings, with Kansas City’s Paul 
Splittorff and Chicago-’s Rich 
Gossage locked up in a classic 
pitcher’s duel. 
Although the

American League's designated 
hitter rule eliminates the need to 
take your starting pitcher out for 
a pinch hitter in a close game, 
Littell had been warming up on 
and off throughout the latter 
part of the contest. 
After ten innings, manager 
Whitey Herzog decided that the 
Royals’ lefthander (Splittorff) 
had seen enough action, and 
called on Mark Littell to work 
the eleventh. 
“I always hope to get in the 
game,” the 23-year-old said to 
me just before going down to the

the season for Mark, going along 
with a pair of saves. His totals 
also include twenty strikeouts 
and only seven walks. His ERA 
is a spotless 0.00- not bad in any 
league. 
Skipper Whitey Herzog says 
that he has been impressed by the 
performance of Littell so far this 
spring, but not really surprised. 
“When he came up last fall he 
pitched very well for me and 
started two games in the last 
week of the season, beating 
Minnesota and losing to Texas 2- 
1.1 knew that he was capable of 
pitching in the big leagues, but I 
didn’t know he was going to be 
the kind of relief pitcher he 
turned out to be." 
Littell volunteered for bullpen 
duty in spring training, although 
he has been a starter throughout 
his 
five-year 
professional 
career. "The bullpen was more 
or less the opening spot left on 
the club,” noted the dark-haired 
hurler while pulling on his white 
and blue Royals jersey before 
Saturday night’s game. “It's 
better than Omaha. ’’ 
Mark 
impressed

with his bullpen work in Florida 


and has now emerged as the 
Royals’ 
number 
one 
relief 
pitcher. “I’ve got Marty Pattin 
and him (Mark),” said Herzog 
about his relief situation. “I 
think Marty’s capable too, but 
right now, Mark is my top relief 
pitcher.” 
“It’s quite a bit different,” 
Littell admitted concerning his 
new role as bullpen stopper. “I 
think the mental part of it was 
tougher,” he said about the 
transition he had to make. “The 
situation changed. But then 
there was a challenge there for 
me, and that left an opening 
because I like challengers. I 
really do.” 
“The situation is much dif­ 
ferent,” he continued. “You can 
come in with a man on base and 
one out. You’re looking for a 
ground ball for the double play 
or the pop-up.” 
The Gideon native said that 
the physical change is also tough 
to make. “Starting is a different 
routine. When you’re relieving, 
you have to go down and get 
ready in 18 or 20 pitches. As a 
starter you can take as many as 
you want.” 
Herzog admitted that he was 
cautious about using Littell in 
relief. “I was always kind of 
leery of using Mark in releief 
because of the fact that he did 
have an arm operation two 
years ago. But his arm has 
responded so well that when he 
and I talked about it during 
spring training, he said that he 
could relieve.” 
“I’d rather have a young 
pitcher like that pitching every 
fourth or fifth game,” 
the 
Royals manager explained 
about 
pitchers 
with 
arm 
problems. “If a young boy has 
arm surgery and you put him 
down in the bullpen, he’s up and 
down and warming up all the 
time. Sometimes you have to use 
him two or three days in a row. 
I’d rather have a young pitcher 
like that pitching every fourth or 
fifth day. I think that’s the best 
way to get his arm strength back 
and to keep him from reinjuring 
it. 
But the sandy-haired Herzog 
said that Littell has had no 
recurrence of his injury at all. 
“In fact, he’s throwing harder 
now than he did last year." 
Although there is a good 
chance that Mark may get an 
occasional starting assignment 
this season, he has accepted his 
role in the Royals’ bullpen. 
“We’re going to be a top con­ 
tending team not only in the 
West, but in the entire American 
League,” he said about his 
team. “That’s no secret. But as 
for right now, relieving is my 
duty, and I go up there and try to 
get my man out.” 
Herzog 
said 
that Littell’s 
attitude has had a lot to do‘with 
his early-seasson success. “He’s 
a hard-workin’ kid. I think he’s 
gnwn up a lot and matured in his 
attitude toward baseball. He’s 
always wanted to be a big- 
leaguer, but I think he can take 
the good with the bad now. 
That’s 
how 
far he’s 
come 
mentally. 
“I could see it in spring 
training in the way he was ap- 
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proaching his work. He knew it 
was going to be tough to make 
the starting staff in spring 
training. So he went out to prove 
to me he’s a big leaguer and he 
did it.” 
Mark says that he was certain 
he had the talent to pitch in the 
majors before 
the season 
started. “I knew I’d make the 
club if I got the chance. ” 
Although he throws an oc­ 
casional change-of-pace, Littell 
is now basically a fastball-slider 
pitcher. “Sometimes my fast­ 
ball is better and sometimes my 
slider is better. When men are 
on base, I go with my one and 
two best pitches, which are the 
fastball and slider. I’m not going 
to give them anything to chink in 
on off the change.” 
Littell, who has been married 
now for about five months, says 
that being married has made a 
positive effect on his baseball. 
“She’s very sincere,” he said 
about his wife Marsha, who 
resides with him in Kansas City. 
“She knows I’m very serious 
about my business. She takes 
the lumps and the good times 
with me.” 
Marsha 
is a graduate of 
William Jewell College and has 
been attending law school at the 
University of Missouri-Kansas 
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City. “Maybe she can negotiate 
for me someday, ” he joked. 
Being from a small town 
makes the rookie righthander 
the 
subject 
of some good- 
natured 
kidding 
from 
his 
teammates. "Where’s he from? 
The Gideon NEWS?,” joked 
another Royal, noticing that 
Mark was being photographed 
in 
the clubhouse. 
Littell’s 
teammates call him “Country”, 
a nickname he picked up while 
pitching at the Royals’ AAA 
farm club at Omaha, where he

pitcher of the year in 1973. 
Despite the ribbings, Mark is 
proud 
of

small-town 
background. “I’ve gotten a lot of 
mail from people at home about 
the press calling my hometown 
Cape Girardeau. I talked to the 
television guy today, and from 
now on, he WILL say that I’m 
from Gideon." 
Although

resident of Kansas City for only 
a brief period of time, Mark has 
already begun to get involved in 
other 
octivities 
outside

playing baseball. He is currently 
helping in the promotion of a 
baseball 
fundamentals 
book 
called “Daddy, 
Will You Play 
Catch With Me?” Written by 
Tom D’Armi, the 300-page book 


has 265 pages of pictures. The 
book is not currently available

Missouri, 
but 
anyone wanting to obtain a copy 
can do so by writing Mark in 
care of the Royals. 
Littell’s future? A bright one, 
says Whitey Herzog. “He’s got a 
good major league future as 
long as he doesn't hurt himself. 
Mark has great natural ability. 
How far he'll go or how good 
he’ll be I don’t know. But I’m 
sure glad he’s on my side. ” 
So are the rest of the Royals.

In any comparative history of nations, the United 
States is a stripling. As a factor in the ages of civilization, 
200 years don’t amount to much. 
But while we are youthful as a nation, we are growing 
older as a people. And that is a matter of real 
significance, not only to the future but to the here and now 
It has an immediate impact on the lives of all 
Americans, young and old. 
The message comes loud and clear from the pages of 
the latest federal budget. 
Of a budget total of 394 2 billion dollars recommended 
by President Ford. 45 per cent is for income security for 
individuals. That means almost half of all Government 
activity is involved in taxing Peter to pay Paul. 
More than 25 per cent of the total federal budget will go 
for payments of one kind or another to older citizens. 
Many of them have completed the income- earning phase 
of their lives, so, in a sense, they are tax beneficiaries, 
not taxpayers. 
What actually is going on. through the technical term 
"transfer payments," is that personal income is being 
redistributed with the goal that nobody, regardless of 
ability to earn, will be in want. 
A recent study by the U.S.Census Bureau shows the 
nature of the new situation in which Americans find 
themselves. 
At the turn of this century, there were 3.1 million 
Americans aged 65 or older. That represented 1 out of 
every 24 
By 1970, 20.1 million were in this age bracket — about 1 
in 10. 
And now their numbers have increased to 22.3 million, 
more than 1 out of 10. 
The way things are headed, by the end of this century 
there will be 30 6 million Americans 65 years or older. 
That means 1 in 8. 
There is more to the story than these figures indicate. 
Today, 1 of every 8 females in the United States is 65 
years or older, compared with 1 of 11 males. By the year 
2000. the numbers will rise to 18.6 million women and 12 
million men. 
More than a third of elderly women have passed their 
75th birthday. 
Nearly one sixth of all American families now include 
at least one member who is at least 65 years of age. 
A complication is that the incomes of the elderly are 
much lower than the national average. According to the 
Census Bureau study, families headed by people 65 and 
over had a median income of around $7,300 a year in 1974, 
compared with a national average for all families of 
about $12,800. 
Of course, there has been a decided improvement 
through the years, largely due to Government payouts. 
In 1967, nearly 1 out of every 3 persons who had passed 
their 65th birthday had an income below the poverty 
level. By 1974, the ratio had been cut in half. By official 
standards, 1 of every 6 older Americans now is counted 
as poor 
For these people as a class, things are much more 
comfortable than they used to be — but they still are not 
on easy street. 
There is a point to these statistics that no practical 
politician is likely to overlook: TThe elderly are voters, 
and they exercise their right of franchise more than 
most. In the 1972 presidential election, 64 per cent of 
them cast ballots.That is nine percentage points better 
than the national average. 
What all of this means is that the proportion of people 
in the older population of the United States is continuing 
to grow Federal spending to assure such people some 
income in their later years is rising rapidly. 
This is important to them. It is no less important to the 
younger population which will have to provide for more 
and more of their elders one way or the other — either 
through personal help or taxes

and best supporting actress in

In addition,

Emmys in ceremonies held in
